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F Men within themſelves would be govern'd by Reaſon, and 
not generally give up their Under{tandings to a double 
Tyranny, of Cuftoim from withour, and blind Aﬀections within, 
they would diſcern better what it is to favour and uphold the 

Tyrant of a Nation. But being Slaves within Doors, no wonder 

that they ſtrive fo much, to Have the publick State conformably 

govern'd to the inward vicious, Ruls by which they govern them- 
ſelves; for indeed none can love Freedom heartily but good Men, 
the reſt love not Freedom but Licenſe, which never hath more Scope 
or greater Indulgence than under Tyrants : Hence it is that Tyrants 
are not often otfended with, nor ſtand much in doubt of bad Men, 
as being all zaturally Servike, but in whom Victue and true Worth 
is moſt eminent, them they tear in earneſt, as by right their Maſters, 
againſt them lies all rheir Hatred and Suſpicion. Conſequently 
neither do bad Men hate Tjrants, but have. been alwa$ readicſt, 
with the falſifi2d Names of Loyalty and Obedience, to colour over 
their baſe Servile Compliznces, And although ſometimes for ſhame, 
and when it comes to their own Grievances of Purſe or P:ofir, eſpe- 
cially, they would ſeem good Patriots, and ſide with the berter Cauſe, 
yet when others, for the deliverance of their Conntry, indu'd with 

Forticude and Heroick Virtue, to fear nothing buc the Curſe 

againſt thoſe that do the work of the Lord negligently, Jer. 48. 10. 

would' go on to remove not only the Calamitics and Fhraldoms of 

4 People, but the Roots and Cauſes whence they ſpring ; ſtraighc 

theſe Men, as if they hated the Miſeries, but not the 24;/chiefs, atrer 

they have Juggled and paltred with the World, refle&ed an their 

King, and provok'd Perſons to bear Arins againſt him; nay, 'forc'd 

him ro fly the Land, and cursd him all over it, to the engaging of 

ſincere and real Men beyond what is poſlible or honeſt to recreat 
from ; noc only turn Revolters from thole Principles which only 
could art firſt move them, but lay the ſtain ,of Difleyalty and worle, 
on thoſ2 Proceedings, which jult before, themſclves ſ{z:m'd to detire 
and promote, and which are the neceſſary Conſequences of their 
own late Adions; nor would they now perhaps ſhew any diſlike 


to, did they not fear they will not be managed intirely to the Ad- 


vantages of their own F:z#ion, not conlidering the while, that he, 
toward whom they would boaſt their reviy'd and almoſt loft Lozalty, 
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counts them aceeſſary, and will, if ever he gets Power, by thoſe 
Laws and Statutes which they have frequently and inhumanly 
. -=brandiſyd againſt others, doom them to the death of Traytors, for 
what they have done already. | ; 
Others there are too, whonot long ago ſeera'd fterce againſt their 
King, under the juſt Notions of a Tyrant, an Jnctoacher on the 
Rizhts of the People, @ Diſpencer with the Laws, and a Promoter of all Ar- 
bitrary and Ilegal Attions ; Yet when Ged, out of his merciful Provi- 
dence, and ſingular Love, hath deliver'd him over to follow ſuch 
Councils and Methods,2s have induc'd him to rid us of ſuch an Enemy 
to the Publick Good as himfelf was, on a fudden, and in a new 
Garb of Alegiance (which their late doings leem'd to have canceld) 
plead for him, pitty. him, extol him, and proteſt againſt thoſe that 
talk of Excluding him from the Government of theio Nations, which by 
his Arbitrary Actings he has juſtly Forfeited. But certainly if we 
confider who, and what theſe are, on a ſudden grown fo pittiful ; 
we may Ceonclude their pitty can be no True and Chriſtian Commi- 
{eration, Hut either Lenity or Shallownels of Mind, or elſe a car- 
nal admiring of that Worldly Pomp and Greatneſs from whence 
they ſee him fallen; or rather, laſtly, a diſembled and Seditions Pitty, 
feigned of Induſry to beget new Corrmotions. Te | 
As for Mercy, if itbe to a Tzrant, undoubtedly it-is the Mercy of 
Wicked Men, and their Mercies (we read) are Cruelties, who 
would hazard the Wellfare of a whole Nation to ſave him, who ra- 
therthan have faiPd in the Arcompliſiment of his Arbitrary and Popiſh 
Defions (had it lain in his Power) would have let the whole! Forld 
on Fire> "Fhere is yet another. fore, who coming. in! the courſe of 
their Aﬀairs, or by choice of thz People, to have. a ſhare in great 
great Actions now in Agitation, at Icatt to give their Voice and 
A.pprobation therein, begin to ſwerve and almoſt ſhiver at the Mz- 
Jet; and Grandeur of 1his Noble Deed, as it they were newly entered 
1270 a great Sin, diſputing Preſidents, Forms and Circumſtances, when 
the Commonwealth nigh Periſhes tor want of 'Deeds in Subſtance, 
done with juſt and faithful Expedicion. To theſe I wiſh better In- 
{trudtion, and Virtue cqual to their Calitng; the former of which 
(that is to iy Inſtruction) I ſhall endeavour, as my duty is, to be- 
ftow on them; but conſidering what Artrempts are daily made to 
withdraw the Nation from their Dwty, and cauſe them to miſtake 
rheir Intereſt, I will crave leave. briefly ro exhort - them all not to 
fart from the necellary, jult, and pious Reſolution, of adhering 
with

with all their affiſtance, 60 thoſe to whom (next under the Divine- 
Providence) we owe our Deliverance from Popery, Tyranny, and Ar- 
bitrary Gowv'r-1;acnt, and the Satety -both- of our Lives and Eltates. 
And fi it, {er hoe my be diſcouraged by any New, Seditious, 
Fooliſh, or Apottate Scare-crows, who under ſhew of giving Coun- 
ſel, ſend out their barking Monyztories, Mementoes, Specches, and 
Advices, empty of ought elſe, but the Spleen. of a Fooliſh and fru- 
ftrated Faction; tor- how can that pretended Counſel be cither 
Sound or Faithtul, . when they that give ir, ſee not,for Madnets and 
Vexation. of their Ends loft, that thoſe Statutes and'Scriprures, 
which both Falfly 'and Scandalouſly they wreft againſt us, would, 
by Sentence of the common Adverfary, fall firſt and heavieſt upon 
their. own Heads? Neither let mild and tender Diſpolitions be 
Fooliſhly ſoftened from their Duty and Perſeverance, with the un- 
maſculine Rhetorick of any puling Prieſt, Chaplain, or Prelate, 
either in their Pulpits: (which have conſtantly been 'made the place 
whence Revilings and Curſes, inſtead of Chriftian DoRtine and 
Exhortations, have been paſtionately emitred) or in their Papers, 
pretended to be ſent as Friendly-Letters-of Advice; or the lize, for 
faſhion-ſake in private,and forthwith publiſld-by the Sender himielf, 
that we may know how much of Friend there wasin it,tocaſtan odi- 
ons Envy. on him, to waomic was pretended tobe ſentin Charity. 

Nor laſtly, Let any man be deluded by either,the Ignorance, or 
notorious Hypocrifie, and Self repugnance of ſome of our Dancing - 
Clergy, who have che Conſcience and the Boldneſs to come with 
Scripture in their Montl3s,: glot'd-afd fitred tor their turns, with 2 
double contradidory.Senſe ; rransfotming-the Sacred Vericy of God 
to an.Ido! with two Pace; looking at once: two ſeveral ways, and 
with Quotations to charge vthrs; which in-the ſame Caule, they 
have at other times made ſerve to juſtiftie- themdelves ; for, white chez 
hopes to have that unlawiul and unlimited Power, which their late 
Kings gave them (as finding them-the molt fic 'and ehief Inftru- 
ments to ſerve their Arbitraiy ends) continued to them by the pre- 
ſent Powers led them on, then to Write and Fight againtt the Kings 
Party was Lawful, it was no reliiting of Superior Powers, they only 
were Powers not to be reſiſted, who councenanc'd the Good, an 
puniſh'd the Evil; Burt now that they are (we hope) juſtly afraid

_ For ii all Humane Power to execute, not accidentally but intend- 
edly, the! Wrath,oi God upon Evil-Doers without. Exception, be of 
God \ then that Power, whetwgr Ordinary, or it that fail, Extra- 
vrdinary, 10 executing that intent -of God is lawful, and not to be 
1cliftzd. : But to untfokl more at large this whole Queſtion, —_ 

| with 
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with all expedient Previty, _ I ſhall here ſet down, from the firſt 
beginning, the Original of Kings; how and wherefore exalted to 
that Dignity above their Brethren; and from thence ſhall prove, 
that turning to Tyranny they may beas lawfully. Depos'd and Puniſh'd, 
as they were at firſt Eleted; This. I ſhall do by, Authorities and 
Reaſons, not learr'd among Schiſms and Hereſies, as.onr doubting 
Divines are ready to calumniate, but fetch'd out of the midit of 
choiceſt and authentick Learning, and no prohibited, nor many 
Heathen, but Moſaical, Chriſtian, and Orthodoxal Authors. 

No man that knows any thing, can be ſo ſtupid tg deny, that all 
men naturally were born Free,. being the. Image and reſemblance 
of God himſelf,and were by Privilzdge above all che Creatures, born 
. to command, and not to obey; and that they lived fo, till from 
the root of Adam's Tranſgrefiion, falling among themſelves to do 
Wrong and Violence, and foreſeging [that ſuch courſes. mult needs 
tend to the deſtruction.of them; all, they agreed by commen League, 
to bind each other from mutual Injury, and joyntly co defend them- 
ſelves againſt any that gave diſturbance or oppoſitionto {ich agree- 
ment : Hence come Cities, Towns and Commonwealths. And 
becauſe no Faith 7» al was found ſufficiently binding, they 1ſaw it 
needful to ordain ſome Authority, that. might reſtrain by Force and 
Punifhmenr, what was violated againſt Des ind common Right: 
The Authority and Power of Self-defence-and Prefervation, being | 
originally and naturally in every one of them, and united in them 
all, tor eaſe and for order.. And, leſt each man ſhould be his 
own partial Judge, they communicated and derived either to one, 
whom for the eminency of his Wiſdom and Integrity they choſe 
above the reſt, or ta more than one, whom they. thought of equal 
deſerving : The firſt was called a K7ys, the other Magiſtrates. Noe 
to be their Lords and Maſters (though afterwards thole Names in 
{ome places, were given voluntarily to ſuch as had been Authors 
of ineſtimable good to the People). bur, to be their Yepuries and 
Commiſſioners, to execute by virtue of their intruſted Power, thar 
Juſtice which elſe every Man, by, the Bond of Nature and ol Covg- 
nant, muſt have executed for himletf, and for ong another. And to 
him that ſhall confider well, why among, Free Perſons, . one Man 
by civil Right ſhould bear Authority and Juriſdiction over anorher, 
no ather end or reaſon can be imaginahlz, "Theſe, tor a while, 
governed well,” and with much Equiity decided all things ar choiy 
own Arbitremeat ; cill the Tempration of Juch' a Power lett a 
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lats in'their hands, perverted thei ac length toTnjuſtice and Parti- 
_ Then did they who now by. tryal had found the danger 
and inconveniencies of committing Arbitrary Power to any, in- 
vent Laws either framed or conſenred to'by all, that ſhould confine 
and limje'the Auchority,of whom they choſe to,govern them : that 
1o man, 'of whoſe failinz they bad proof, might no more rule over 
_ them, but Law and Reaſon abſtracted as much as might be from 
perſonal Errors and Frailcies. When this would not ferve, but that 
the Law was eicher not executed, or miſapplied, they were con- 
frainzd from that time, the only Remedy left them, to put Con- 
dicions/and take Oaths from all Kings and Magiſtrates at their firſt 
Inftallment, todo impartial Juſtice by Law ; wiv upon thoſe terms 
and no other, received Allegiance from the P2ople, that is to ſay, 
Bond or Covenant, to obey them in Execution of thoſe Laws 
which they the People had themſelves mad2 oc affznted to, And 
this often timts with” expre6 warning; that-If' the,'King or Magi- 
ftrate proved unfaithful to his Truſt, the Pooptes would be difin- 
gaged. They added allo Counſelors and Parlizments, not to bs only 
at his bzck, but with him or wichout him, at ſer cimes, or 'at all 
tim2s, when' any Danger threatney, to have care ot the Pablick 
Safety. Therefore; faich Claudius Sefel a French Stateſman, The 
Parliament was ſet as abridle” to the  Kint ; which I inſtance rather, 
becauſe thar Afonareby is granted by all to be'a far more Abſolute 
than ours. Thatthis and the reſt of what hath hitherco been ſpoken, 
is moſt true, might be copioufly made appear throughout allStories 
Heathen and Chriſtian, even of thoſ2 Nations where Kings and 
Emperors have foughe mtads ro aboliſh all Ancient Memory of the 
Peoples Right, by cheir Encroachments and DUlurpacions, © But I 
tpareTong Tnſertions, appealing to the German, French, Italian, 
Arragonian, Englith, and nut leaſt the Scottiſh Hiſtories : Not, tor- 
getting this only by che way, chat William the Norman, though a 
pretended Conqueror, andnot\un{worn at his Coronation, was 
compelled a fecond. rime;to take, - Oath 'at St. Albans., ers the 
People would be brought to yield Obedience. 

Firſt, It being thus manifeſt that the Power of Kings and 
Magiſtrates is nothing elſe; bit what is oaly derivative, transferr'd 
and commirted: ,to' them.” in .truft from . the People to the 
"common gobd of them all, ih whom che Powgr yet, remains Fun: 
damentcally,” and canot be taken from them, without a violation of 
their natural Birth:righe: And ſceing that from.hence driftorle and 
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the beſt: of Political Writers have. defin'd -a King, him who Go- | 


verns to the good and profit of his People, and not for his own ends, ' 


it follows from neceſſary cauſes, that the Titles of Soveraign Lord, 
Natural Lord, and the like, are either Arrogancies or Flatteries, 
not admitted by Emperors and Kings of beſt Note, and diſliked 
by the Church both of Jews, 1. 26. 13. and ancient Chriſtians, 
as appears by Tertullan and others. Although generally the People 
of 4ſia, and with them the Jews alfo, eſpecially. ſince the time they 
choſe a King, againſt the advice and counſel of God, are noted by 
wiſe Auchors much inclinable to Slavery. - 

Secondly, That to fay, as is uſual, the King hath as good right 


_ to his Crown and Dignity as any Man to his Inheritance, is to make 


the Subject no better than the King's Slave, his Chattel or his Poſ- 
ſeflion that may be bought and fold : And doubtleſs, if hereditary 
Title were ſufficiently enquired, the beſt Foundation of ir_ would 


| be found but either in Courteſie or Convenience. But ſuppoſe it to 


be of right hereditary,what can be more juſt and legal, if a Subje& 
for certain Crimes, be to forfeit by Law from himſelt and Poſtericy, 
all his Inheritance to the King, than that a King for Crimes pro- 
ortional, ſhould forfeit all his Title and Tnhericance to the People, 
unleſs the People muſt be thought Created all for him, he not for. 
them, and they all in one Body Inferior to him ſingle ; which were 
a kind of Treaſon againſt the dignity of Mankind to athrm. 
Thirdly, It follows, that to ſay Kings are accountable to none 
but God, is the overturning of all Law and Government. For it 
they may refuſe to give account, then all Covenants made with 
them at Coronation; all Oaths are in vain, and meer Mockeries; 
all Laws which they ſwear to keep, made to no. purpoſe ; for it the 
King fear not God, (as how mary of them do nor? ) We hold then 


our Lives and Eitates, by the tenure of his meer Grace and Mercy, 


as from a God, not a mortal Magiſtrate; a poſicion thar none but? 
Court Paraſites,or Men Beſotted would maintain. And na Chr 
ſtian Prince not drunk with high mind, and prouder than thoſe 
Pagan Czſars, that Deifi'd themſelves, would arrogate fo unreaſo- 
nably aboye human condition, or derogate fo baſely from a whole: 
Nation of Men his Brethren, as: if for him only ſubſiſting, and: to! 
ſerve bis Glory, valuing them in gompariſon of his owa brure will 


. and pleaſure, no more.than ſo many Beaſts or Vermin under his, 


feet, not to be reaſoned with, but ro be injur'd among whom there. 
might be found ſo many thouſand men, for Wildloin, Vertue,noble- 
: B ay : neſs 


of tree-born- Men, to. be 
though it cannot but ſtand with plain reaſon, ſhall be made good 


neſs of mind, and ather reſpeas, but- the. fortune of his Dignity, 


of above him. Yet ſome would perfwade us,that this abſurd opinion 
was King David's;, becauſe .in the 51 Pſalm, he crys out to God, 
Againſt thee only have I Sinned ; as if David had imagined, that to 
Murther Uriah and. Adulterate his Wife, had been no fin againft 
his Neighbour, when as that Law of Moſes was to the King expreſly; 
Deat. 17. not to think ſo highly of himſelf above his Brethren. Ds- 
vid therefore by thoſe words, could.mean no other, than either that 
the depth of. his guiltineſs was known to God only, or to- fo few 
as had net the will or power to queſtion him, or that the fin againſt 
God was greater beyond compare, than againſt Uriab. "What ever 
his meaning were, any wiſe Manwillſee, that the pathetical words 
of a Pſalm can be no certain deciſion to a point that hath abun- 
dantly more certain rules to. go by. How much more rationally 
ſpake the. Heathen King Demophoon, in a Tragedy. of Emripides, that 
theſe Interpreters would put- upon King David; I rule not my People 
by Tyranny, as if they were Barbarians, but am my ſelf liable, if T do 
juſtly, to ſuffer juſtly. Not unlike was the Speech of Trajan 


.th2 worthy Emperor, to one whom he made General of his Przto- 


rian Forces. Take this drawn Sword, ſaith he, to uſe forme, if I 
Reign well, if nor, to uſe againſt me. Thus Dion relates, and nor 

Trajan only, \ But Theodofius the younger, a Chriſtian Emperor, and 
one of the beſt, cauſed it to be Enacted as a rule undemable, and 

fic ro be acknowledged by all Kings and Emperors, That a Prince 

is bound co the Laws; that on the Authority of Law the Authority 
ef a Prince depends, ando the Laws ought to fubmic. Which E- 

dict of his remains. yet unrepealed in the Code of Fuſtinian, lib. 1. 
fit. 24. as a lacred Confticution to all the Succeeding Emnerors. 

How then can any King in Exrope maintain and wrice himfelf ac- 

countable to none but God, when Emperors 1n thetr own Imperial 

Satuces, have written and dectsed themfolves accountable to Tae, 

And ideed where fuch account is nor fear'd; he that bids a Man 

Reign over him above Law, may bid as well a Savage Beaft. 

_ Ir follows laftly, That the King or Magiſtrate holds his Authority 
of the People, borh Originally and Naturally, tor their good in the 
firſt Place, and not his own; ther may the People as oft as they 


- ſhall judge ic for the beft,cicher chute him, or rejze& him,rertain him, 


ar depole him, though no Tyrant, meerly by the Liberty and Righr + 
Govern'd as: ſeems to them beft,. "This 
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alſo by Scripture, Det. 17. 14. When thaw art come to the Land 
which the Lord thy God giveth thee, and fhalt ſay, I will ſet a King over 
we, like as all the Nations. about me. Theſe words confirm us, that 
the right of chooſing, yea of changing their own Government, is 
by the Grant of God himſelf in the People. And. therefore when 
they deſired a King, though then under another frm of Govern- 
ment, and though their changing diſpleaſed' him, yet he chat was 
himſelf their King, and rejected by chem, would not be a hindrance 
to what they intended, further than . by perſwaſion, but. that they 
might do therein as they ſaw good, 1 Sams. 8. only. he reſerv'd 
to himſelf the nomination of who ſhould Reign over them. Net- 
ther did that exempt the King as it he were to God only accoun- 
cable, though by his eſpecial command Anointed. Therefore David 


firſt made a Covenant with the Elders of Iſrael, and ſo was by them anoin- 


zed King, 1 Chron,'11, And Fehoiadah the Prieſt, making Tehoaſh 
King, made a Covenant berween hinr and the People, 2 Kings, 11: 
17. Therefore, when Rehoboam at his coming to the Crown, rejeted 
thoſe conditions which the Iſraelites brought him ; hear what they 
anſwer him, What portion have we in David, or Inheritance in the Son 
of Jelle ? See to. thine own hoaſe David. And tor the like conditions 
not perform?d, all 1/rael before that time, Depoſed Samwel ; not for 
his own dctault, but for the miſgovernment of his Sons. Bur ſome - 
will fay to both theſe Examples, it was evilly done. I anſwer, that 
not the latter, becauſe ic was expreſly allow'd- them in the Law to 
fet up a King if they pleas'd; and God himſelf joyn'd with chem - 
in the Work ; though in ſome ſort ic was at that time difpleaſing to 
him, in reſpect of old Samue/, who had govern'd them uprightly. 
As Livy praiſes the Romans who took occaſion from Tarquinizs, a 
wicked Prince, to gain their Liberty, which to have extorted faith 
he, from Numa. or any of the good Kings before, had not been feca- 
fonable. Nor was it ju. the former Example done unlawtully; for 
when Rehovoams had prepar'd a huge Army to reduce the Iſraelites, 
he was forbidden by the Prophet, 1 Kings 12: 24. Thus ſaith the 
Lord, Ye ſhall not go up, nor fight againſt your Brethren, for this thing is 
from me. He calls them their Brethren, not Rebels, and torbids to 
be proceeded againſt them, owning the thing himlelf; not by ſingle 
Providence, but by approbation, and that not only of the AR, as . 
in the former Example, - but of the fit Seaſon alſu; he had not 0- 
therwiſe forbid to moleft them. \ And thoſe grave and wiſe Coun- 
ſellors whom Rehoboam firſt advis'd with, ſpake no luch thing, as 
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our_old gray headed Flatterers now are wont ; ſtand -upon.your 


Birch-right, =orn tocapitulate, you holil of 'God, and not of them;

by the ſame reaſon, ſince God aſcribes as often to himſelf the caſt- 


-ing.down of Princes from the Throne, ic ſhould not-.be thought as 


Lawful, and as much from God, when none are ſeen to do it bur 
the People; and that for juſt Cauſes. For if it needs muſt be @ fin is 
them to Depoſe, it may as likely be a ſin to have Eleed. And contrary, 
if the Peoples Ac in EleQion bs pleaded by a King, as the At of 
God, and the moſt juft Title to Enthrone. him, why may not the 
Peoples Ac of Rejection be as well pleaded by. the People,as the Act 
of God, and-the moft juit Reaſon to Depoſe him? So that we - 
ſee the Title and juſt Right of Reigning or Depofing, in refererice 
to God, is found in Scripture - to be all one; viſible only in the 
People, and depending meerly upon Juſtice and Demern.-- 'Ihus 
far hath been conſidered briefly. the Power of Kings and . Magi- 
ſtrates, how it was, and is originally. the Peoples, and. by them 
conferred in Truſt only to be imployed to tne common Peace and 
Benefit ; with Liberty therefore and Right remaining in. them to 
reaſſume it to themſelves, if by Kings and Magiſtrates it be abus'd ; 
ar to diſpoſe of it by any Alteration, as they ſhall judge.moſt con- 
ducing to the Publick Good. ; 

We may from hence, with more eaſe and force of Argument, 
determine what a Tyrant is, and what the People may do againſt. 
him, A Tyrant, whether by wrong or by. right coming to the. 
Crown, is he who regarding neither Law nor the Common Good, 
Reigns only for himſelf and his Faction : Thus St. Baſil, among 
others, defines him. And becauſe his Power is great, his Will bound- : 
leſs and exorbitant, the fulfilling whereof is for the moſt part, ac- 
companied with ingumerable Wrangs and Oppreflions of the: 
People, Murders, Maſlacres, Rapes, Adulteries, Deſolation, and 
Subverſion of Cities and whole Provinces ; look how great a, good. 
and happineſs a Juſt King is, ſo great a Miſchief is a Tyrant ; as 
he the publick Father of his Country, ſo this the Cummon Enemy; }. 
againſt whom, what the People lawfully may.. dog as ' againſt a 
commen Peſt, and deſtroyer of Mankind, I ſuppoſe no Man of 
clear judgment need go farther to be guided, than by the very 
Principles of Nature in him. But becauſe it 1s.the Vu!gar _ Or 
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Men to deſert their own Reaſon, and ſhutting their Eyes, to think

ought to have moſt weight with us, what harh *been done.in this 


caſe hetetofore. The Greeks and Romans, as their prime Authors

But of theſe I name no more, leſt it be obje&ed they were Hea- 
then, and come to produce another fort of Men that had the kngw- 
ledge of true Religion. Amongſt the Jews this Cuſtom of Tyrant- 
killing was not unuſual. Fiift, Ehud, a Man whom God had 
raiſed to deliver I/ael from. Eglon King of Moab, who had con- 
quered and rafed over them eighteen years, being ſenr to, him as 
an Ambaſſador wich a Preſent, flew him in his own Houſe. Bur 
he was a Forreign Prince, an Enemy, and Ehd beſides had ſpecial 
warrant from God. To the firſt I anfwer, it imports not whether 
Forreign or Native, fer no Prince ſo Native, but profeſſes to hold 
by Law, which when he himfelf overturns, breaking all the Cove-: 
n1nrs and Oaths that gave him Title to: his Dignity, and -vere the 


Bond and Alliance between him and his People, whar differs he: 


from an Outlandiſh King or from an Enemy ? For look how much 
Right the King of Spain hath to govern ns at all, fo much Right 


hath che King of England to govein us Tyrannically. If he, though 


nor bound to us by any Leagne, coming from Spain in Perſon to 


ſubdue us, or to deſtroy us, might lawfully, by the People of Ex- 
2!and, either be flain in Fight, or put te Death in Captivity, what 
'hath a Native King to plead, bound by fo many Covenants, Bene- - 
t::55 and Honours to the wellfare of his People, why he through the * 
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| contetn pt of all Laws and Patliaments, the only —__ our Obe- 


diefice ro him, for his own wills fake, and a boaſted Pretogative 
unaccounrable, after unſpeakable. Damages done by him to the 
People of Great Britain for theſe many years, and being now fled 
to'our greateſt Enetny, ſhould think to ſcape nnqueſtionable, as a 
thing Divine, in reſpe& of whom ſo great a number of Chriſtians 
deſtroy'd ſhould lye nnaccounted -for, polluting with their flaugh- 
tered Carcaſſes all the Land over, and cxying for Vengeance againſt 
the Living that ſhould have righted them. Who knows not that 
there is a mutual Bond of Amity and Brotherhood between Man 
and Man over all the World, neither is it the Engliſh Sea that can 
ſever us from that Duty and Relation: A ſtraiter Bond yecr . 
there is between Fellow-ſubjets, Neighbours, and Friends: But 
when any of theſe do one to” another 1o as Hoſtility could de no 
worſe, what doth the Law: Decree leſs againſt them, than open 
Enemies and Invaders? Or if the Law- be not preſent, or too 
weak, what doth it warrant us toleſs than ſingle Defence or Civil 
War ? and from that time forward the Law of civil defenſive War 
differs nothing from the Law of Forreijgn Hoftility. Nor is it di- 
ſtance of place that makes Enmity,but Enmity that makes diſtance. 
He therefore that keeps Peace with me near or remote of whatſo- 
ever Nation, is to me as far as all Civil and Human Offices an 
Exgliſh-man and a Neighbour ; but if an _Engiiſh-man forgetting all 
Laws, Humane,” Civil and Religious, oftend againſt Life and 
Liberty, to him offended and to the Law in his behalf, though born 
in the fame Womb, he is no better than a_ Turk, a Saracen, a Hea- 
then. This is Goſpel, and this was ever Law among Equals, how 
much rather then in Force againſt any King whatſoever, who in 
reſpect of the People is confeis'd Inferior and not Equal : to diſtin- 
pot therefore of aFyranc by OQutlandiſh or Domeitick, is a weak 
vaſion, Fo the fecond, That he was an Enemy, I anfwer, what, 
Tyrant is not? Yer Eglon by the Jews had been acknowledged as,
